President Anwar Sadat of Egypt 
last night stole the show once again 
in the Middle Hast when he ordered 
Bis focolen minieter to bre’ off te 
peace talks in Jerusalem and return 
home immediately.

Sadat's surprise decision to cut off the Jerusalem 
talks shocked American, Israeli and Egyptian of- 
ficials in Jerusalem.

U.S. persuades 


Sadat to keep 
door open

There was some improvement late last night in the doom-laden at- 
mosphere created by President Sadat’s shock decision to recall his 
delegation from the Jerusalem political talks. In the main, part- 
relief was caused by Cairo’s announcement that the military talks 
wonld be resuming on Saturday — reversing earlier reports that 
these too had_been suspended indefinitely. The reversal followed 
urgent telephone calls to Sadat from President Carter in Washington 
and Secretary Vance in Jerusalem, 

In Jerusalem, however, the government did not immediately 
agree to this. Emerging from the cabinet session after midnight, 
Prime Minister Begin said: “‘As to the proposal that the negotiations 
of the military committee continue in Cairo, despite the suspension 
‘of the negotiations in Jerusalem, the government will consider this 

a 


proposal. 3 

Otherwise, Mr. Begin had “nothing to add” to the statement 
issued in the middle of the Cabinet session (sée below). 

The reverberations of Sadat’s sudden decision to suspend the 
political talks were still heavily felt at the Prime Minister's Office, 
where the Cabinet was meeting in special session, and at 
Ferusalem’s Hilton Hotel, where the Egyptian delegates and accom- 
panying newsmen made ready to leave after midnight. 


Two planes had flown in from 
Egypt earlier in the evening to ferry 
them back.

The Government of Israel notes 
with regret the announcement of the 
Egyptian government as to. the 


sudden suspension of the. 


negotiations within the framework of 
the political committee. This abrupt 
Egyptian announcement proved 
once more that the Egyptian govern- 
ment was under the illusion that 
Israel would surrender to demands 
that at no time were acceptable to 
Israel. 

The Egyptians demanded of the 
Israel delegation the withdrawal of 
israel’s forces from Sinai, the Golan, 
Judea, Samaria and Gaze. 


The Egyptian foreign minister on 
his arrival did not hesitate to de- 
mand that Israel transfer the Old 
City of Jerusalem to foreign rule, 
and further demanded the establish- 
ment of a Palestinian state in the 
territory of Eretz Yisrael, in Judea, 
Samaria and Gaza. 

Such a Palestinian state would. 
have extinguished any prospects of 
peace and would have created a 
danger to the very existence of the 


. Jewish state. 


There has never been, and there 
will not be, a government in Israel 
that would agree to such a condition. 


However, the government of 
Israel, which strives -for a real 
peace, has proved its willingnesa by 
presenting a peace plan that was: 
received positively by all those who 
have seen it.

The Israel peace plan was 
presented on December 17 to Presi- 
dent Carter and to his advisers. 
Secretary of State Vance declared in 
an official communique that it ia a 
notable contribution and contains a 
constructive approach. President 
Carter announced on December 28 
that the Israel peace plan contains a 
great deal of flexibility and it is a 
long step forward. Former President 
Ford, ranking senators, including 
the Jeader of the majority in 
Congress, the British Prime 
‘Minister, Mr. Callaghan, have all 
declared that jt is a most construc- 
tive plan. 

It is only the Egyptian government 
and its astonishing intransigence 
that sees the plan as delaying tactics 
and deceit, and decided in the midst 
of this early stage of negotiations on 
declarations of principles to suspend 
the talks. We did not put any pre- 
conditions. 

We did not make any discussion on 
Egyptian proposals conditional on 
their acceptance of ours. And in all 
negotiations there was an exchange 
of proposals and counter-proposals. 

Israel will continue to strive for 
the establishment of a permanent 
and just peace with her neighbours. 
Should the Egyptian government 
decide to renew the negotiations,

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Premier Menahem Begin said 
that any Israel govern- 
ment which decided to remove 
settlements would be dismissed. It 
.would lose the confidence of the 
Knesset and have to resign within 24 
hours, he said, if such a deciaion 
were taken. The premier spoke to 
Egyptian newspaper editors at a 90- 
minute meeting in his chambers in 

the Knesset building. 

Premier Begin was replying to a 
request from one of his guests, to ex- 
plain what was meant by the report 
thet he would resign if any Israeli 
settlement were diamantied. 

He told the Hgyptian editors that 
the government would not leave any 
Jewish settlement without a Jewish 
@efence force. The parliamentary 
opposition had already accused the 
government of going too far in its 
concessions to Egypt, he said. 

Begin said that Israel was ap- 
prehensive about the idea of es- 
tablishing a state for the Palestinian 
Arabs, because this would mean con- 
tinued bloodshed, as it had ex- 
perienced in the past. That is why 
israel opposes self-determination for 
the Arabs of Judea, Samaria and the 
Gaza Strip, he said. Numerous 
minorities — such as the Kurds in 
Irag and the Walloons in Belgizm — 
had not been eccorded self- 
determination, he noted. Even 
Egypt itself had not granted the 
Palestinians of the Gaza Strip self- 
determination, between 1949 and 
1967, when it had the power. 

Discussing Israel's sensitivity 
over the question of a united 
Jerusalem, Begin revealed that he 
had shown Egyptian Foreign 
Minister Mohammed Ibrahim 
Kamel the spots from which Jorda- 
nian shells hit the Knesset 
in the Six Day War of 1967. Begin told 
the editors he could not imagine any 
Egyptian agreeing to his parliament 
building being bombarded. 

Politics and haggling were not the 
same thing, Begin said. The 
negotiations should be given a 
chance, in a calm and relaxed at- 
mosphere. 

He said, in reply to a question, that

Symposium on death hears kibbutz problems

TEL AVIV. — For the nurse on a kib- 
butz, the dying patient is not a 
stranger but often a long-time 
friend. The resulting involvement is 
wonderful for the patient and his 
family but a great stress for the 
nurse, who must encounter such ex- 
periences repeatedly. 

This was one of the special 
problems of death on the kibbutz dis- 
cussed yesterday during one of the 
‘workshops at the Symposium on the 
Dying Human held at the Tel Aviv 
Hilton. ‘ 

Other speakers at the workshop 
pointed out the need to educate kib- 
butz children about death. Unlike the 
situation in urben life, where the 
elderly mostly die in hospitala or 
nursing homes, the kibbutz member 
often diea at home. This means that 
children are frequently exposed to 
death. Some kibbutz speakers said 
children are taken to the cemetery 
and told about death as a natural 
part of living. :

Egyptians tour Tel Aviv

TEL AVIV. — Twenty-seven Egyp- 
tian journalists toured Tel Aviv for 
the firat time yesterday and 
declared themselves impressed with 
“the cleanliness and neatness of the 
city" and with "the organization evi- 
dent everywhere’ — much to the 
surprise of local residents who do not 
share that opinion. 

The Egyptian journalists were 
taken around town by bus and 
stopped off several times to chat 
with local residents, who upon lear- 
ning their identity began to con- 
gregate around them in large 
numbers, vying with each other for 
the chance to exchange a few words 
with the visitors. 

The conversations were short and 
on the whole limited to enthusiastic 
declarations about the desire for 
peace. In several instances the 
Egyptians were greeted by Tel 
Avivians who said they were natives 
of Cairo or Alexandria. 

A broadcaster from the Voice of 
Cairo’s Hebrew service was 
repeatedly. asked by Tel Avivians 
whether he was the one responsible 


for various mistakes and mispronun- 
ciations heard during the Six Day 
War, which have carved themselves 
a niche in Israeli humour. The 
broadcaster declined to reply. 

A Cairo correspondent for Reuters 
told The Jerusalem Post that Tel 
Aviv impressed him as “rather a 
amall city. After all, I come from a 
city with a population of eight 
million." But he was impressed by 
the Mann Auditorium and by the 
resemblance of Dizengoff to Beirut's 
Hamra Street. “Altogether Tel Aviv 
reminds me somewhat of Beirut," he 
said. However, he was most im- 
pressed by “the order and organiza- 
tion so evident in Tel Aviv." 

Other Egyptian reporters refused 
to be identified, saying they were 
part of the official mission and had 
been instructed not to issue any 
statements. In private conversations 
with The Jerusalem Post, however, 
they noted the friendliness with 
which they were greeted by ordinary 
Israelis and paid special tribute to 
“the cleanliness of Tel Aviv." Israeli 
girls got a special mention from 
nearly every Egyptian journalist in- 
terviewed.

Israeli Arabs can’t 


go to Lebanon

Beduin woman 
back with family 
after 30 years

ROSH PINA. — A mother and her 30- 
year-old daughter fell into each 
other's arms at a tearful reunion 
early this week. They had been 
separated since the War of 
Independence, when the daughter 
was barely a year old. 

Members of the Abu Eid family, 
Beduin who lived in the Hula Valley, 
fled during the hostilities in 1948, 
some to Lebanon and others to Syria. 
After the war they all managed to 
return to Israel, except one-year-old 
Fauziya who stayed with an aunt in 
Damascus. 

Fauziya later refused to marry 
because she never gave up her hope 
to rejoin her parents in Israel. She 
feared that if she married a Syrian, 
she and her husband would never be 
allowed to go to Israel. 

For many years the girl's 
attempts in Damascus and the 
family's attempts in Israel to get 
permission for Fauziya to join her 
parents were unavailing. Then the 
military governor on the Golan 
Heights, Akiva Dan, and Labour 
Ministry adviser Yehoshua 
Haboushy took an interest in the 
family's lot. 

Contacts through UN observers 
proved fruitful and this week 
Fauzilya was reunited with her fami- 
ly in Kuneitra and then taken to her 
new home in Mgher as an Israel 
citizen.

Inheritance 
tax brackets 


up by 50%

That part of a deceased person's 
estate which is exempt from in- 
heritance tax was Increased on Mon- 
day by the Knesset Finance Com- 
mittee. 

The committee, acting in accor- 
dance with the treasury‘'s 
recommendations, also raised the in- 
heritance tax bracketa by 50 per 
cent. The last time the inheritance 
tax brackets were adjusted was in 
March 1977. 

‘The 50 per cent adjustment is more 
that the rise in the cost of living since 
last March. The more than 100 per 
cent linkage of this capital tax to 
costs, in contrast to the 70 per cent 
linkage of Income tax brackets, con- 
stitutes a preference for capital 
against earned income, observers 
note, 

According to the new regulations, 
the first 1.140,000 of any estate is un- 
taxed, instead of IL.95,000 as before. 
The spouse of the deceased is en- 
titled to 7L240,000 of untaxed in- 
heritance, instead of 1L160,000. The 
deceased's children under the age of 
22 can now receive 1L140,000 un- 
taxed, instead of 1L95,000, and 
children over 22 can get I.95,000, in- 
stead of IL65,000. 

The additional deductions for in- 
valid children of the deceased and 
parents who were dependent on him 
also were raised by 50 per cent. 

The deceased's apartment, if it is 
worth up to I1L.360,000 will also be free 
trom inheritance tax. The ceiling 
used to be 12.240,000. 

After all the possible tax deduc- 
tions have been made from the es- 
tate, the first 1L.225,000 will be taxed 
by 5 per cent. Previously the ceiling 
on the first tax bracket was IL150,- 
000. Each additional 1,225,000 will be 
taxed by an additional 5 per cent.

Rome Communists threaten

"ROME. — Italy's Communist Party 


threatened yesterday to attempt the 
formation of a popular front leftist 
government if the Washington- 
backed Christian Democrats con- 
tinue refusing to share governing 
power with them.

Giulio, deputy chairman of the Com- 
munist delegation in the lower house 
of parliament, as President Giovan- 
ni Leone held formal consultations 
with the Communists and Christian 
Democrata on choosing a prime 
minister to head Italy's 40th govern- 
ment since the fall of fascism in 1943. 

“If the premier-designate of the 
party with the relative majority (the 
Christian Democrats) is unable to 
form a government, it is provided ...

belonging to that party to try to form 
ἃ new government," di Giulio told 


reporters.

He 
first came into prominence some two 
years ago with an eight-part series of 
articles in the mass circulation 
Soviet magazine “Ogonyok" and 
several articles in the even more 
widely read ‘‘Krokodil."" These 
described Zionism as a sinister inter- 
national Mafia which collaborated 
with the Nazis, practised racism, 
tortured innocent Arabs and 
employed terror methods to coerce 
Jews into its service. He claimed 
that after the last world war, Jewish 
eamp survivors were forced by 
Zionists to go to “alien” Palestine. In 
an article written in August 1977, 
headed ‘‘The Sinister Secrets of 
Zonism," Solodar went so far as to 
claim that the events of 
“Kristalnacht’” were co-ordinated 

- with “an agent of the Zionist secret 
service whose main task was to 
‘urge’ German Jews to go to 
Palestine.” 

Another article, written two 
months earlier, made wild 
allegations of widespread prostitu- 
tion in Israel.

“HERITAGE” is a morbid-gounding 
word. One receives a heritage only 
after the death of its former owner. 
The phrase ‘Jewish heritage” was 
used disparagingly by churchmen in 
Europe to indicate the decaying 
nature of Jewish tradition, 85 com- 
pared with the Revelation of the New 
Testament. The Second Ecumenical 
Council, conscious of the fact, decid- 
ed to drop atmilar associations. The 
Jewish sages of the Talmud, many 
centuries ago, interpreted the 
Mosaic precept of ‘‘morasha,” 
heritage, as ““me’urasa,” betrothed. 

Andre Neher, the sage of 
Strasbourg who came to live in 
Jerusalem ten years ago, finds this 
interpretation breathtaking. “What 
8 wonderful admonition! What a 
stupendous change in lighting! The 
past is not ignored at all, but it is no 
longer tossed into the dustbin, no 
longer foreign to ourselves. Instead, 
the shining past looma amiling, as 
life {tself. It is the invigorating 
source in which I am immersed and 
hallowed for the marvellous mission 
of tomorrow.” 

The quotation is from the preface 
Neher wrote for the collection of his 
essays, just published under the title 
“U'v'khol Zot" (Nevertheless) by 
Reuven Mass end the Hesche) Foun- 
dation, 

Though written in impeccable 
Hebrew, the philosophic poetry of 
Neher's writing is unmistakably 
French; while the painful soul- 
searching after a universal truth is 
deep in the traditions of the Jewish 
thinkers of the Rhenish provinces. 
One of Neher's heroes is the 
Maharal, ἃ native of Worms, the 
legendary Rabbi of Prague, creator 
of the Golem and author of an 
apologia of the Talmud which Neher 
quotes reverently. 

Another philosopher to whom 
Neher acknowledges ἃ moral debt is 
Franz Rosenzweig. Rosenzweig, he 
recalls, drifted away from Jewish 
religious practice after his bar-

miteve and at the age of 27 resolved 
to convert to Christianity. But before 
doing so he decided to attend a Yom 
Kippur service. His mother wrote to 
tell him that she would have him 
thrown out of the synagogue in his 
native Cassel, for she would not per- 
mit a renegade to pray with the con- 
gregation. Rosenzweig therefore 
went to Berlin, where he arrived at 
an orthodox synagogue in time for 
the Kol Nidrei prayer. When he left 
24 hours later, he was a confirmed 
Jew for life. 

‘Only natural, this quest for an 
apology of Judaism among intellec- 
tuals living in a foreign cultural en- 
vironment. A rationalist will want to 
understand why he should retain his 
link with the past in a world moved 
by 8. different set of ideas and 
customs. Apology is necessary not 
only as a protective device, an 
attempt to assuage the suspicions of 
the majority. An honest philosopher 
wants to be sure that his inborn in- 
clination to keep his bond with his 
people is right, logical, indeed in- 
evitable in a man of Integrity. 
Flavius and Philo of Alexandria felt 
that way, and almost every Jewish 
thinker with a Gentile education 


does to this day. Before coming to 
Jerusalem, in the wake of the Six 
Day War, Neher was the head of the 
Jewish Studies Institute at the 
University of Strasbourg. 

Neher's bond with Judaism is not 
mystical, but rational. Or, rather, 
metaphysical. He finds a 
transcendental 7vaison d'etre for 
Jewish existence. The unity between 
the Jewish past and present was ἢ" 
lustrated in his mind by the en- 
counter between the Jewish soldiers 
and the Western Wall they had 
liberated. The Wall, the symbol of 
the past, Zahal, the proof that active 
participation in events can change 
Jewish destiny. Hence, not 
“heritage” of a dead dogma, but a 
living experience. The descendants 
of Abraham maintain the mission 
that the prophets began. that of 
“manning the switches of the 
crossings of History."* 

Neher is a deeply rejigious man. 
Attempts at the physical destruction 
of the Jew, such as was made by the 
enemies of Israel in the Yom Kippur 
War, do not weaken his faith. He sub- 
scribes to the pledge signed by 
Nehemiah and those who returned 
with him from Babylon. 
“Howbeit...the land that Thou 
gavest unto our fathers to eat the 
fruit thereof and the good 
thereof...yieldeth much increase 
unto the kings whom Thou has set 
over us because of our sins...Yet for © 
all this we make a sure covenant and 
subscribe it...to walk in God's 
Jaw...""

Starting and warming 
up your car in winter

* Winter weather can be unpleasant, 
not only for people but for their cars 
as well. Humidity and cold are the 
two main factors that may prevent 
cars from starting promptly, and on 
chilly mornings it 15 not uncommon 
to see frustrated drivers impatiently 
turning the ignition. 

According to mechanics and 
automobile experts most of the dif- 
ficulties in starting cars can be ex- 
plained by one of two reasons. Either 
the driver ignored routine check- 
ups, leaving his car unable to cope 
with adverse weather, or, in his 
haste to get moving, he flooded the 
engine by stepping on the 
accelerator for too long. 

Proper maintenance means taking 
acar to the garage at least every 10,- 
000 kilometres. It is best for this 
check-up to be performed before the 
onset of winter. A minor malfunc- 
tioning of the carburetor, spark 
plugs or points can cause problems. 
According to statistics supplied by 
the Magor towing service, about 70 
per cent of the difficulties in starting 
that involve mechanics are caused 
by problems in the electrical system. 

Because of the high cost of repairs 
many drivers are reluctant to bring 
their cars to the garage as long they 
are still running. There is a consen- 
sus among the experts, however, 


trying to start the engine. The other 
is to pump the accelerator pedal and 
to pull out the choke after the engine 
catches. 

Tn either case it 18 advisable to let 
the engine warm up before pulling 
away. 

_. The experts point out, however, 
that it is not good to warm up the car 
in neutral for more than two 
minutes. It is especially harmful to 
race the engine while it is still cold. 

Should you flood your car in spite 
of these precautions the only alter- 
native ig to wait until the excess 
petro} in the carburator evaporates. 
The same advice holds for ancther, 
although rare, hazard of winter driv- 
ing — large puddles of water. If the 
motor should atop after the car 
drives through the water, wait about 
30 minutes while the engine dries 
before starting again. 

Some drivers have special tricks 
for making sure their cars will start 
in the morning, such as covering the ~ 
engine with a blanket or a plastic 
sheet. Moshe Dayan, spokesman of 
Magor, feels that all this is un- 
peccessary if a car is properly main- 
tained and the correct starting 
technique is used. 

Some models of certain makes of 
car have ἃ reputation for being more 
difficult to start in winter than 
others.

SUDDEN lurches backward in the peace talks were fully an- 
ticipated from the start; but not artificial and arbitrary crises. 
Perhaps, however, these are the rules of the game as conceived 


by President Sadat. 


Noises of premonition, it is true, have been issuing from Cairo 
for over a week now, and constantly rising in shrillness. The 
opening of the political committee's session in Jerusalem on 
Monday could have been expected to serve as sufficient cause to 
turn the loudspeakers off. What actually happened was the ex- 


act opposite. 


Acting with the same impulsiveness that characterised his 
launching of the current peace effort, the Egyptian President 
called off the political discussions. 

“Everything has been going smoothly:" that is how the of- 
ficial Egyptian spokesman described progress in the talks just a 
short while before Cairo exploded its bombshell. The U.S. 
spokesman was specific in his denials of pessimistic 


assessments: there was 
breakdown," he said. 


‘no crisis, no deadlock, no 


important differences remained after the first two days of 
deliberations. But significant progress had also been achieved. 
Egyptian sources yesterday reported a narrowing of the gap on 
the Palestinian issue, and predicted good prospects for agree- 
ment on a ‘‘declaration of principles." 

No wonder the response of Egyptian diplomats, and 
newsmen, in town, like that of mast everybody else, to their fly- 
home orders, was one of utter“amazement. 

What prompted Mr. Sadat's decision can only be conjectured 
at this moment. Certainly the explanation offered by Egypt's In- 
formation Minister el-Sawi, of Israeli ‘‘foot-dragging"’ — after 
two days of conversation! — is mind-boggling. And ff, as the 
Minister suggested, Egypt entered this round not in order to 
“haggle’’. but to secure the traditional Arab demands, then 
Egypt had simply chosen the wrong entry. Negotiation that does 
not involve give-and-take does not deserve the name. 

To say this is not necessarily to absolve the Israeli side of ail 
responsibility. The manner in which the issue of the settlements 
in Sinai has been handled, publicly and it appears also private- 
ly, was rather less than adroit. Mr. Begin 15 still better at 
preaching than at practising the doctrine of negotiation-without- 


precondition, 


But it was surely not any specific development, or lack of it, 
that ultimately lay behind Mr. Sadat's decision to recall his 


delegation from Jerusalem. 


According to one view, the Egyptian President worried over 
the signs of a tendency, supported by the U.S., to resort to in- 
terim arrangements; and the main purpose of this exercise was 
to pressure the Americans into squeezing a final settlement, on 
Egyptian terms, from Israel. Some of Mr. el-Sawi's.remarks 


lend credence to this hypothesis. 


Yet clearly the Americans recognized that the Jerusalem 
talks were achieving progress and were not prepared to accept 
Mr. Sadat's reading. Presumably at their intervention he 
agreed to resume the military talks, and Egyptian spokesmen 
late last night emphasized that the political talks had been in- 
terrupted but had not broken down. 

But for the talks really to go ahead to achieve the goal of 
peace, President Sadat will have to muster more patience and 
more tolerance of the negotiating process than he has displayed 


so far.

In a letter to the Borg-Warner Cor- 
poration. Mr. Phil Baum, director 
of the AJC Commission on Inter- 
national Affairs, wrote that ‘if the 
authenticity of the descriptive texts 
is indicative of the accuracy of the 
adjoining recipes, one would be weill- 
advised not to dine at the table of a 
Borg-Warner chef."" 

Calling the calendar ‘‘a gratuitous 
affront to the State of Israel and in- 
deed to all Jewish shareholders and 
customers of the Borg-Warner Cor- 
poration,” Mr. Baum pointed out 
that Jerusalem is the capital of the 
State of Israel.

THE RESUMPTION of the Cairo 
military talks has been in doubt 
almost from the moment they went 
into recess last Friday. It took a 
threat and finally an ultimatum 
from Israel to get the Egyptians to 
agree to the principle that 
the Cairo talks — which are devoted 
to examining all aspects of the 
relations between Israel and Egypt 
in the Sinai — are independent of the 
political talks in Jerusalem, and 
should not be linked. 


Last Sunday, when Aluf Avraham 
Tamir — who is heading a skeleton 
staff here while Exer Weizman is in 
Israel clarifying certain points with 
the government — arrived for his 
scheduled meeting with General 
Tahe Magdoub, secretary of the 
Egyptian Defence Council, he was 
politely informed that the military 
talks were off until “such time that 
Israel's position on the larger 
problems is clear'’ — in other 
words, until the feel that 
‘‘progress’’ has been made in 
Jerusalem. 

Contacts between Cairo and 
Jerusalem intensified, the Israelis 
claiming that the military talks had 
8 momentum of their own, and that 
this principle had been agreed upon 
in advance by the two parties. The 
Israeli delegation to Cairo was em- 
powered to deal with all aspects of 
the Sinai problem and had every in- 
tention of doing so. 


The Egyptians continued to insist 
on the delay, until finally, in the late 
afternoon, Weizman is understood to 
have said: Either the talks in Cairo 
reconvene as planned — this week — 
or else Israel will be forced to pull 
out its delegation, leaving a vacuum 
in the peace process accepted by 
Premier Begin and President Sadat, 
which could result in the deteriora- 
tion of the entire initiative. 

The Egyptians thought again, and 
the talks are scheduled to reconvene 
today. 


THE QUESTION, however, is what 
will be achieved. After three days of 
sporadic deliberations, the first 
round produced only an agreement 
that ‘‘we had problems.”

DRIVING ALONG the Tel Aviy- 
Haifa highway across the bridge 
over the Hadera river one usually 
accelerates in order to escape the 
stench; just then one may catch a 
glimpse of an incongruous cluster of 
miserable shacks on the west side of 
the highway. It is Arab el-Mafjar, or 
the Arab Hefziba, a amall village 
that has existed since the days of the 
Ottoman Empire — 250 years, they 
say.

Suffice it to say that they are 
connected to neither the water nor 
the electricity system, have no pav- 
ed roads, no clinic or visiting doctor. 
For drinking water they rely on a 
spring only four metres away from 
the heavily polluted Hadera River — 
which has been officially declared a

Their 
only officially recognized local in- 
stitution is an elementary school 
with 128 pupils aged from 5 to 13.
